bership at the November election, 
when Oklahoma went republican, 
nationally, for the second time in 
history. 
Out of 104 members in the house. 
47 are republicans, while 12 of the 
44 senators are republicans. 
So. if 
any appreciable division appears in 
democratic ranks, the minority par­ 
ty will hold the balance ot power. 
A Political Dilemma. 
The situation presents a political 
dilemma to the republicans. 
In 21 
years of statehood, Oklahoma has 
not elected a republican governor.

leaders 
believe 
they could profit from further dem ­ 


ocratic dissension in 1030. but a n ti­ 
adm inistration democrats threaten 
to charge them with responsibility

regime if they fail to join the forces 
opposing Governor Johnston 
Im peachm ent charges were voted 
against Governor Johnston, Fred 
P. Branson, chief Justice of the su­ 
preme court, and Harry B Cordell, 
president of the state board of agri­ 
culture. by a self-convened m ajor­ 
ity of the house of representatives 
a year ago. 
The charges were dis­ 
missed by members of the senate, 
which accepted the supreme court’s 
decision th a t the house had no a u ­ 
thority to call itself together. 
Branson will retire from the su­ 
preme court early in January, for 
ne was defeated by a republican in
